tTnibn of the Provinces.' 



Our coteinporiirins in both provinces have 
ileclareJ iigninst a union of Vancouver Isluntl 
null lirilisli Columbia, , They allege that a 
union on an Ciiuitublo basis is an impossibility. 
Oar free-port system nnd direct taxes, it i3 
urged, cannot be harrnonissed will) the indirect 
' taxes or tariff of British Coliimbia. It is liold 
tliat direct taxes liere only produce a quarter 
of tlio annual revenue there ; and that if a union 
tooli place our tuxes would have to b« raiicJ, 
so as to be proportionate to the tarill there 
Tlicro arc outside (iiicslions ami issues ; but 
we have given the pitli of all oljjcctioiis. So 
far as appearauce:i go, neitiicr Colony is (lis. 
posed to negotiate a union. 'I'liis Colony is 
passivclv in !;ivor of union ; and the political 
section of the Cohunbiaus oppoac union till 
they possess a legislalure lo ucgoiiate the 
terms; whilst the non-political Oolumbiaus 
let the iiiiestion rest undisturbed. We bave 
always regarded the union of tlio Pacific prov- 
inces as a necessary measure, one fraught 
■with important consequences, calculated in 
every way to promote in a uroatcr degree their 
industrial, commercial, and political pros- 
perity, than if they maintained separate and 
distinct governments. On many occasions ue 
liave given reasons showing the peculiar nil- 
vantages of union. \N'e shall do so again ; 
but on this occasion wc shall brielly shetcli a 
Ijusis of union that may harinoni/.e the con- 
ilictiug systems of linance in both provinces, 
showing the possibility of union without tho 
surrender of our (rco-port system or ucecssital- 
ing the imposition of inordinate taxation pro- 
portionate to tho revenue of British Colum- 
bia—yet at tho same time do no injustice to 
our sister Oolony. Wo are teld, in a late 
debate in tho Imperial Parliament, that tho 
question of union or separation of the prov- 
inces was under consideration in Downing 
street. No decision had been arrived at. AVc 
are aware, however, that tho tendency of the 
Downing street people is to let the provinces 
remain separate ; not that they deem it to 
be the best or wisest policy, liui because 
it is e.\i)cdient, owing to the (Jouncil and 
Assembly of this proTinee having I'ailed to 
mahe overtures faTorablo to a ui ion ; and 
l)ccause Imperial colonial policy is isually dis- 
posed to let each colony consult its own iiitcr- 
esls and wishes rather than impel it in any 
particular direction contrary to or without its 
sanction. Except some action — a formal ad- 
dress to the Queen from our Council and As- 
sembly, praying for onion on certain terms — 
shall take place soon, wo shall expect to hear 
ere long that tho Ilomc Government has de- 
cided to send a governor to reside in liritisli 
•Columbia, and a Superiuteudant lierc ; each of 
these functionaries possessing similar authority 
and holding like relationshi[) to each other as 
the Governor and Superintendants in New 
Zealand or in the JJritisli NVest Indies. ^Vc 
Ifave no hositalion in expressing our opposi- 
sion to such ii governiental system. It is only 
the per];ctnation ol the same narrow, petty, 
contemptible colonial system that has dwarfed 
the iuiiustrial, manufacturing, commercial, 
niaratimc, and political energies and resources 
©f other colonies. What they have experienc- 
ed, we shall experience, regretting it perhaps 
when it is too late to easily provide a remedy. 
"Wo have no sympathy with the policy that 
-would institute or perpetuate petty provinces, 
where the sharpened intellect of their inhabi- 
tants prey on each other; where the colonial 
mind drooned by I mjjcriai legislation to a subor- 
dinate position, is still further orooned to graj)- 
ple with pcUy politics, sliiil up with a small 
])opulation, and shut out by provincial boun- 
daries from a field fitted for its expansion and 
elevation, leaving little or nothing in common 
except a eoninion nationality. \Yc have no 
sympathy with clashing tarills checUing inter- 
colonial trade and deprivinjj capital of a field 
for investment in manufactures. We go with 
the spirit of our ago.. It is a great age, fraught 
witjj great discoveries, with great events, with 
broad political and commercial views. It is 
tho age of the electric telegraph and the rail- 
road, of a free press, free trade, and freedom 
It is not an age in which wo should borrow 
our models from a past and almost worn-out 
Colonial policy. If we are fit to govern these 
Colonics, we should be etpuil to our time. 
"We should lay a broad and solid founihitiou^ 
on which to rear our industrial and political 
superstructure ; and to eouimcnce that loun- 
datiou aright there should be a legislative 
union of all the provioees west of tho Rocky 
^Mountains. 

'I'lic lirst grand slop with the object of con 
solidatliig every foot of Hi-itish soil in the 
Pacific under one goveniiueiit is the union of 
J5ritish Coli/nbia with Vancouver Island. 
We are asked for a plan on which it can be 
done without surrondcriug our free-port sys- 
tcm>aud without raising our ta.\es propor- 
tionate to the tariH of British Columbia? 
Our object is lo briefly sketch it. The first 
condition of union that we stipulate for is the 
right to uuiinlain free ports in this Colony. 
That right we ask to be lixed by high au- 
thority, and irrevocable except with the cou- 
.sent of a majority of the representatives ol 
Vancouver Island. Why we ask that the con- 
sent of the majority o( our I'ciM'Csentatives 
should first be had, is simply this : .A. majority 
of members in the present Assembly, or any 
future Assembly whilst this Colony maintains 
a Beparatc government, could at any tniic re- 
voke the IVcc-port system and establish a tarill. 
:A:5Bi»jqrity 0|f our represenlativos in a Lcgis- 
rdtive^^'ssembly'of the United bolonies could 



do no more. So clllicr way our frco-port sys- 
tem would be equally well protected. Besides, 
if Uritisli Columbia outnumbered our ropre 
scutativcR in the [)roportiun of two to one, still 
tho organic act of union would iirevont die re- 
vocation ol the first condition of the basis ol 
union — the non-repeal of our free-port system 
excejit \vith the consent ol the majority of the 
repvesentatives of N'ancouvcr Island. 

The next considoralioii is a financial one. 
It is the one which seems to he beset with 
greater difiioulties than all others. Yet it 
seems to us thai tho difficulty may be easily 
overcome. British Columbia is a laige coun- 
try. Vanoouver Island is a small one. The 
necessities of the former will demand a larger 
outlay, and with 'n larger population she will 
raise a larger revenue. On tho olhci band, 
the necessities of \'ancnuvor Island will re- 
quire a smaller outlay, and willi a smaller 
population, her revenue will be loss. If we 
assunio tho revenue of Hrili.ih Columbia to 
be annually £100,000, and that of Vancouver 
Island i25,00O, whilst the population of the 
former is 12,000, and of the latlur 5,000, wo 
would, in order to return onr share of revenue 
to a united treasury in proportion to pop- 
ulation, have to raise by direct taxes our 
revenue from £25,000 to about £42,000. 
This we are not disposed to do. But as a 
condition of union we would stipulate that tho 
surplus revenue of each colony after defray- 
ing iho expenses of govornniciit common to 
hulh, shall bo spent in tho colony in which 
it is raised, and that llio ])roporlion whiL'h 
this colony should pay lo defray the expenses 
of iho general government, should be in die 
proportion of one to four, or in nlher words, 
in, the proportion our revenue boars to thai of 
ISrilish Columbia. Thus if the whule ex- 
pense wore Xiy,(J0O per annum, and our 
rovonue was £v!.'i,(lO(l| and that of lirilisli 
Columbia X100,000, wo wotdd pay ,C;!.000 a 
year, whilst British Colnrnbiu paid X9|i)00 a 
year. Tho surplus X:2i;,000 hero, and £'Jl,- 
000 there, oould bo appropriated for tho re- 
spective colonies in which it was raised. 
As to the present public debt each colony 
should be liable, and provision made for pay- 
ment from the resources of each. The lia- 
bility of the revenue of each oolony for 
future loans should be in proportion to the 
sum that oacb oolony obtamed, although the 
geueral royeiiuo were made liable. Our 
figures used in illustration arc only assumed. 
They may vary more or less for general ex- 
penses ; but they illuslrale the principle 
we put forili. Tlioy show how there u\»y 
bo a union of these colonies wiilionl any 
actual and pointive necessity to increase 
our taxes and rovenne on the basis of 
population in proportion lo the tarill" ami 
revenue of British Columbia ; and liow an 
equilablo financial arrangement may be 
niada, juat and fair to both colonies.

Tlio desertion of thirteen sailors from H. M.'s 
ship Bacchante, on Saturday night last, has 
been bcloro iiotcil by ns. It appears that the 

men were in tlieir liannnocks at o'clock en 
llie iiigiit in t|iie.itii)n and were supposed to be 
asleep. About one liour thereafter, however, 
the thirteen deserters Culio, it was subsequent- 
ly ascertained, were fully dics.sed and had 
foigiietl «!eep al D'.j o'clock,; made a sudden 
rujli on deck and le[)l over the side of the 
vei.iel into the ship's cutter, which, strange to 
say, was iloatin^ amidships with the oars and 
• nil in.' One of the sentries shouted the alarm 
nnd flrcd his gun, loaded with blank cartridge, 
nt the e~eapia^' men, but without indncing 
tlicm to I'lngo their intention, for so aaou as 
nil were in the cutter the painter was cut nod 
Iho boat rowed swiftly through the water to- 
wards the mouth of the harbor. Tlio wildest 
c.vciteniont ensued on board the flag-ship, a 
rush was made to lower two or three boats, 
nnu one of the lieutenants was thrown into 
the water in the conl'usiou.

Tho CatciiiiUar Nuiauioo HUd Small 
Birds. 

We all remember how sadly our garden.- 
\verc used up last spring by caterpillars, and 
what a hue and cry was raised against the 
slayers of small bird,s, in con.sequeiice. In lOng 
land and France tho caterpillars have become 
such great iicst.i that laws prohibiting their 
destruction have been introduced in both coun- 
tries. In the Valcot Mvesham, Wureestershin-. 
(England) a, severe blight has fallen on fruit 
trees, and in several eases I'luit ei'0()s have been 
destroyed by the cater|>illurs. fn Kengeworth, 
many trees are quite sliriyclcd up as Ibongh 
the blast of a hot furnnoo'had swept over them.' 
Tho common green uateriiillar is tho insect 
guilty of the mischief, and cherries and damson 
I)lums suffer most from their attacks. The in- 
jury wrought is so grcut (in lOngland particu 
larly) that quite a caterpillar sensation has 
sprung up. The London Times has deroled 
an editorial to the neeessily of leaving the 
small birds alone, while Mr. I'midt in his last i 
number caricatures the slaycr.s, and .scores them 
uomeroirally. Initbis colony, tooi we are glud 
to find that the subject is creating some nttcn 
lion, and that a bill has been sent down to the 
Assembly from thi' T/""i'a'ive f'onncil to pro- 
hibit tbe dcstrnctiuii uf small birds. A corres- 
pondent of tho London Journal of HortlcuUun: 
writes that paper as follows : 

" 1 send you in a little bo.v what may amuse 
you. Merc there has been, on the jjart ot the 
farmers and cottagers, great complaints made 
of the mischief done by small tjirds to corn- 
fields and gardens. In vaiij did soini^ liuhl the 
argument that these small rolib.Ts diil a-; imieli 
good ill destroying grub-; aiul eatei pillai s a ; 
harm to wheat ami black eiiiiaiils. Fm- the 
last two years the township has not only paid 
for all dead sparrows, but so much a do^en for 
birds' eggs. I uni afraid to say how many 
thousand dozens of eggs were taken and paid 
for ; and, ns I be'lieve, mainly in coii?e(pience 
o! this (aided, perhaps, by the mild winter;, 
wo have this year sm.'h a plague of e.iterpillars 
and grubs as 1 never remember. Since 1 last 
wrote to you 1 Iiavu had three women con- 
stantly employed picking over goo.seberry, 
apple, and currant trees, and our destruction 
of caterpillars has been by bushels. I felt so 
convinced that this plague was partly owing to 
the last two years' destruction id' birds, that in 
my own grounds ami in all the eoverls 1 order 
cd the ncits not to be molested.
